LETHBRIDGE, April 30,—None «f 
the six Germans who made their es- 
cape from the internment camp here 
Wednesday morning have been appre- 
hended, The escape was of the most 
ingenuous charaster and it is a won- 
der that the whole 40 prisoners dit 
not excape at the same, 

The men escaped by tunneling a dis- 
tance of 111 feet under the wall of 
the building and past the outer fence 
of the exhibition grounds. The work 
was done at night, the men working 3 
or 4 at a time and using tools manu- 
factured out of al sorts of odds and 
ends gathered by them around the 
camp. 

All the men who escaped came from 
the Lethbridge district and know the 
surrounding country well, and it is 
thought that the police will have a 
hard time to recapture them, as they 
may be able to reach the boundary 
and cross into the United States,

Medicine Hat, April 29,—The Lake 
of the Woods Milling Company was 
illy destroyed here by a mysterious 
fire last night. The buildings are 
totally destroyed, The loss is half a 
million dollars, 

Fire Damage $350,000. 

Wiinnipeg, April 29.—Damage to 
the extent of about $360,000 was done 
early this morning by fire which com- 
pletely destroyed the plant of the 
Rice Malting Company of Canada, in 
St. Boniface, The .buildings were 
situated in the flooded district of the 
city and the firemen were handicap- 
ped, 

The ‘tre started from an unknown 
cause und spread very rapidly. The 
company's grain elevator, which held 
$00,000 bushels of grain, mostly bar- 
ley, Was burned to the water's edge.
